The Adventures in Revelation Bible study group that has been meeting this summer felt called 
to write the following letter to the OLBH Knights of Columbus Council, challenging them to 
take action against visual immorality in our community. As I read this letter, I felt it should also 
be shared with the entire parish community. Perhaps it will help us pause and ask ourselves 
what this billboard is trying to sell. It may even call us to further action. I want to say thanks to 
the Bible Study group for being a prophetic voice in our community. 

Dear Knights of Columbus: 

During our Adventures in Revelation Bible Study, we recently discussed Jesus' call to the 
spiritually complacent community to "wake up." Our group defined our own spiritual 
complacency as accepting visual immorality in the media. 

We now wish to protest the visual immorality in our own community and we are asking 
for your help. The most offensive affront is the billboard on the left side of 1-90, heading west, 
just before the Legion Hall in Piedmont. The billboard is for the Lucky Nugget Saloon in 
Deadwood, and it exhibits several young women clad immodestly and standing provocatively, 
to draw people to a show called "Flaunt." 

We see the Knights of Columbus as Catholic men protecting women and children—active 
Catholic men making a difference. We are asking our Knights to contact the Lucky Nugget and 
express concern at having such a sign so openly displayed in our community. The sign is 
degrading to women, and we wish to protect our young drivers and children from this type of 
advertising. We realize that contacting the Lucky Nugget may not result in a mutually 
beneficial arrangement, but the fact that our Catholic Knights of Columbus did contact the 
casino will make a difference. Thank you.
